SUMMARY OF INCIDENT 


Deputies responded to area regarding a burglary now call. After containing the area and searching 
unsuccessfully for the suspect, they began to break down the containment. А few moments later, 
deputies and an informant heard the sound of glass breaking at a location south of the original call. 
A sergeant and the watch commander responded and saw the suspect breaking out the window at 
the rear of a restaurant, іп an attempt to exit the building. The sergeant, who was standing outside 
the location, approximately 5 feet away, could not see the suspect's right hand and repeatedly 
ordered him to put his hands up. The suspect did not comply, and after several seconds, made a 
sudden movement with his right hand as if to raise a weapon. The sergeant then fired one round, 
missing the suspect.

INVESTIGATIVESUMMARY 


On September 12, 1995, Lieutenant Ron Tardiff and Sergeants Patti Dayhoff and Linda Knutston 
responded to 1118 N. Crescent Heights Boulevard, West Hollywood, to investigate a deputy 
involved, non-hit shooting. 


At approximately 0420 hours on September 12, 1995, Unit 92F1, Deputy Glenn Brandon 
rU his trainee, Deputy Sal Cortes Р | were assigned the handle оп a burglary 
now call at {Norton Avenue, West Hollywood. Unit 92T2, Deputy Tom Thompson 


МЕНЕ and Unit 92F4, Deputy Stan Garrett И, assisted in the conta; t. Unit 90S, 
Sergeant Marcus Hershey EUN Lieutenant Steven Weisgarber P | also 
responded. The suspect's description was a male hispanic with black hair and wearing no shirt. 
According to the informants who called, the suspect had tried to break in several cars parked on 
the street. Deputies Brandon, Cortes and Thompson took a position on Norton Avenue, while 
Deputy Garrett took a position in the Bank of America parking lot on Santa Monica Boulevard, 
directly south of the location on Norton Avenue. After twenty minutes of unsuccessfully searching 
the area for the suspect, the deputies began to break containment. 


Lieutenant Weisgarber asked Sergeant Hershey to take him back to the station. As they were 
driving south on Crescent Heights Boulevard, which is a north/south street and intersects with 
Norton Avenue one block north of Santa Monica Boulevard, they heard the sound of glass 
breaking. At the same time, the West Hollywood desk informed the units that an informant called 
to report the sound of breaking glass at the restaurant located at the corner of Crescent Heights 
Boulevard and Santa Monica Boulevard, which is behind his house. 


Sergeant Hershey stated he was familiar with the location, which is actually two restaurants sharing 
one building; the "Me and Me" restaurant and "The Heights Cafe". They are located on a curve on 
the northeast corner at 1118 N. Crescent Heights Boulevard. The restaurants are set somewhat 
back from the street, separated from Santa Monica Boulevard proper by a small island. There is 
one westbound lane which curves into Crescent Heights Boulevard, north between the island and 
the restaurants” location. 


Sergeant Hershey drove to the location and parked the radio car on the east side of the restaurant, 
inasmall driveway. Sergeant Hershey stated he continued to hear the sound of glass breaking, but 
it was difficult to determine where the sound originated. He said he broadcast over L-TAC that he 
did hear glass breaking. Sergeant Hershey said he first went to the rear of the restaurants, but 
because there is a small addition which juts out on the east portion of the building, he could not see 
the entire rear of the location. Sergeant Hershey and Lieutenant Weisgarber then ran to the Bank 
of America parking lot, which is next to the restaurants, but they did not see anything. 


Sergeant Hershey stated he then ran back to the rear of the restaurants because he could still hear 
glass breaking. He ran past the addition and into the rear yard of the location. He said at this time, 
he could see a male, wearing no shirt, standing on the inside of "The Heights Cafe" at a barred 
window. Sergeant Hershey said he could see shattered glass on the ground beneath the window. 
He further said the male, suspect Raymond Caudillo, had a "wild" look in his eyes. He said he 
could see Caudillo's left hand, which he was using to break the window further. He said he could 
not see Caudillo's right hand which was low and to his side and hidden by the windowsill. 
Sergeant Hershey further said Caudillo's movements were unusual. He said he had drawn his

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weapon and pointed it at Caudillo. He said he moved in front of the window and was standing 
about 5 feet from it. Sergeant Hershey ordered Caudillo three times something to the effect, "Let 
me see your hands!", but there was no reaction from Caudillo. Lieutenant Weisgarber and 
Deputies Brandon, Cortes and Garrett heard Sergeant Hershey yell this to the suspect. 


Sergeant Hershey stated the bars on the window made it difficult to see the suspect clearly or grab 
him. He said the suspect suddenly stopped hitting at the window and started moving slightly back 
from the window. Caudillo then quickly brought his right hand up. Sergeant Hershey stated he 
believed Caudillo was raising a weapon, and fearing for his safety, fired one round from his 
weapon. The round missed the suspect and struck a wall inside the restaurant. Sergeant Hershey 
stated he later realized the suspect had actually lifted his arms and turned his body to dive away 
from the window. He said he kept his gun pointed at the window for several more seconds, 
anticipating that the suspect would reappear at the window, which he did not. 


Lieutenant Weisgarber, who was standing on the east side of the small addition, approximately 15 
feet from Sergeant Hershey, stated he saw the suspect standing in the window. He said he thought 
he saw something in Caudillo's hand, and could see glass flying out of the window. Lieutenant 
Weisgarber saw Sergeant Hershey standing in front of the window with his gun pointed at the 
suspect. He said the angle at which he was standing prevented him from getting a good view on 
what the suspect was doing. He said he thought he then heard one gunshot and verified with 
Sergeant Hershey that he had. Sergeant Hershey told him he had fired one round. Deputy Garrett, 
who had left the Bank of America parking lot and was in the restaurants' driveway, broadcast over 
Dispatch that shots had been fired. Deputy Garrett and Lieutenant Weisgarber coordinated a 
containment around the restaurant building. Sergeant Hershey also advised over Dispatch that he 
had fired one round. A K-9 unit and an Aero unit were requested, but were unavailable. 
Paramedics were also requested and did respond to the location. 


Suspect Caudillo continued running through the restaurant for several more minutes, while 
deputies contained the perimeter of the location. Caudillo eventually ran to the front door of the 
"cafe and attempted to get out. The door, however, had security locks which prevented it from being 
opened from the inside or outside without a key. Deputy Garrett kicked the door frame, which 

broke the lock. Deputies were able to handcuff Caudillo with no incident. 


Deputies Brandon and Cortes were on the other side of the 15 foot wall which surrounds the 
restaurant building's property. They did not see who had fired the gunshot and only heard Sergeant 
Hershey order the suspect to put his hands up. 


Suspect Caudillo had broken into The Heights Cafe by breaking a small (approximately 11" x 27") 
window at the front of the restaurant and crawling through. He sustained numerous cuts on his 
baek and upper right torso due from the broken glass (Refer to Exhibit B). He was treated at 
the location by the paramedics from Los Angeles County Fire Department, Station 8, and did 
require further medical attention. He was transferred to West Hollywood station and booked for 
burlgary. 


Suspect Caudillo stated he had gone to Peanuts, a local nightclub, earlier that evening. He said he 
-. consumed three drinks while there, and doesn't remember leaving the club, nor does he remember 
anything that occurred after that. He stated he did not hear a gunshot and does not remember being 
inside the restaurant. 
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. Misdemeanor trespassing and vandalism charges were filed against Suspect Caudillo. 
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
